War-time Civilian Receiver 


1. The Wireless Receiving Sets (Control of Supply) Order, 
1944 (S. R. & O. 1944, No. 720, price 2d.) has been made by the 
Board of Trade under Regulation 55 of the Defence (General) 
Regulations to fix maximum prices of the war-time civilian 
receiver as follows :—

2. The maximum prices shown for the battery set are ex- 
clusive of battery and accumulator. Those shown in columns 2 
and 3 include delivery charges and are subject to a minimum 
cash discount of 2} per cent. provided payment is made before 
the last day of the month immediately following that in which 
the sets were consigned by the seller to the buyer. 


3. The Order also prescribes maximum charges for the renting 
of the A.C. Mains Set and for the hire-purchase of both mains 
and battery models. Renting and hire-purchase must be the 
subject of agreements as defined in the Order. 


4. An agreement to rent an A.C. Mains Set must give terms not 

less favourable to the subscriber than the following :— 

(a) The subscriber may terminate the Agreement at any time 
on giving one month’s notice or on payment of one 
month’s rent in lieu thereof. 

(b) The owners may not terminate the Agreement except 

(1) on failure of the subscriber to pay monthly hire 
charges on the dates due, or (ii) on failure of the sub- 
scriber to observe reasonable conditions regarding the 
use and treatment of the set, or (iii) after the expiry 
of six years from date of Agreement. 

(c) Owner must maintain the set in thorough working order 
and be given all reasonable access to the set, for this pur- 
pose, by the subscriber. 

(d) The subscriber must pay the owner a deposit of not more 
than £2 to be returnable to him if the subscriber has 
(i) paid the monthly rent for 30 consecutive months and 
(ii) returned the set to the owner on termination of the 
Agreement in good condition, fair wear and tear excepted. 

(e) The monthly rent must not exceed 13s. 6d. for any calendar 
month during the first 30 months of an Agreement ; 7s. 6d. 
for each of the subsequent 42 calendar months and 5s. per 
month thereafter. 

(f) The total amount payable by a subscriber, including any 
deposit forfeited or forfeitable, should at no time exceed 
£16 during the first 20 months of an agreement and £12 
during the subsequent 42 months. 


5. As specified agreement for the hire-purchase of a war-time 
civilian receiver must provide as follows :— 

(a) Initial payment to be not less than £2. 

(b) Term of agreement to be not less than six nor more than 
24 calendar months. 

(c) Maximum service charge not to exceed 20 per cent. of the 
balance due after the initial payment has been made. 

(d) This maximum service charge to be reduced by such 
rebate as will ensure that for a period not exceeding 12 


months the charge shall not exceed 10 per cent. and for a 
period of 12-18 months shall not exceed 15 per cent. of 
the balance due after the initial payment has been made. 

(e) Any such rebate due to a purchaser is to be made at the 

time of payment of the final hire-purchase instalment. 

(f) No rebate to become payable if the buyer becomes more 

than one month in arrear with any instalment payment. 

6. The first instalment to be paid under a specified hire-purchase 
agreement shall not become payable until the set has been 
delivered to the purchaser. “ 

7. By the terms of the Musical Instruments and Wireless 
Receivers Order, 1944 (see Board of Trade Journal, 17th June 
1944, page 222) it is unlawful for any person to remove the words 
“* War-time Civilian Receiver ” from any set on which they have 
been marked or to mark those words on any set except by 
licence of the Board of Trade. 

8. Both the Musical Instruments and Wireless Receivers 
Order, 1944, and the Wireless Receiving Sets (Control of Supply) 
Order, 1944, enter into force on Ist July 1944, 


Utility Apparel and Cloth 


The Board of Trade after consultation with the Central Price 
Regulation Committee have issued the Utility Apparel and 
Utility Cloth Orders (Amendment) Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 
1944 No. 703, price 1d.) which amends the Utility Apparel 
(Maximum Prices and Charges) Order, 1943 (see Board of Trade 
Journal, 3rd April 1943, page 126) and the Utility Cloth (Maxi- 
mum Prices) (No. 2) Order, 1943 (see Board of Trade Journal, 
20 January 1944, page 20). The new Order comes into operation 
on 10th July. 

The new Order fixes wholesale and retail ceiling prices for girls’ 
and infants’ utility rain coats and blazers and revised wholesale 
and retail ceiling prices for utility cloth specifications Nos. 3115 
3303/1, 3303/2 and 3123. 

The manufacturers’ ceiling prices for infants’ and girls’ utility 
garments are fixed in related schedule I.G. to the Utility Apparel 
(Infants’ and Girls’ Wear) (No. 2) Directions, 1944 (see Board of 
Trade Journal, 8th April 1944, page 136) which comes into force 
on Ist July 1944. It has been decided to defer the fixing of 
wholesale and retail ceiling prices for most of these garments 
until a decision has been reached on the future level of retail 
margins generally, on which discussions have been proceeding 
with representatives of the retail trade. Meanwhile, wholesale 
and retail prices will continue to be governed by the existing 
margin provisions. For blazers and raincoats, however, the 
Directions do not fix separate ceiling prices for sales by manu- 
facturers to wholesalers and retailers. Thus in the absence of 
ceiling prices for wholesalers, retailers might quite legitimately 
buy from them at prices which, when retail ceilings become 
operative, would not enable them to get their full margin. In 
order to avoid the danger of this happening, ceiling prices have 
been fixed as an interim measure for these garments only. 

These prices will apply only to garments supplied by manu- 
facturers after the coming into force of the* Directions fixing 
the manufacturers’ ceiling prices. All such garments will be 
marked “‘ C.P.” on or near the utility label. 


Fur Apparel 


The quota restriction on supplies of fur apparel by registered 
manufacturers will not be continued after the end of the present 
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month (June) since it has achieved its purpose of facilitating the 
withdrawal from the fur trade of labour suitable for more im- 
portant work. The Register of Manufacturers of Fur Apparel, 
however, remains in being with a view to the issue of further 
Fur Apparel Directions on a different basis. The Board of Trade 
are engaged in discussions with the Joint Fur Trade Delegation 
as to the form of the future Directions, which it is hoped'to make 
at an early date. 

As from Ist July, therefore, and until further notice, registered 
manufacturers of fur apparel may supply, remodel or repair fur 
apparel without restriction. Pending the issue of further Direc- 
tions, however, traders would be well advised not to engage 
themselves in largely increased future commitments. The Board 
of Trade will in future call for periodical returns of labour in 
order that a watch may be kept on the labour position of the 
industry. 

Unregistered persons who weré manufacturers of fur apparel 
on Ist September 1941, are still required (by Article 5 of the 
Apparel and Textiles Order 1942 (see Board of Trade Journal, 
30th May 1942, page 271) to restrict their supplies of fur apparel 
manufactured or remodelled to £100 in any month, but applica- 
tions for licences to supply additional amounts will be con- 
sidered in all suitable cases and such manufacturers may repair 
fur apparel without restriction. Unregistered persons who were 
not manufacturers, remodellers or repairers of fur apparel on 
Ist September 1941 are still prohibited (by the Fur Apparel 
(No. 5) Directions, 1943, see Board of Trade Journal, 1st May 
1943, page 165) from supplying fur apparel manufactured, re- 
modelled or repaired by them except under licence from the 
Board of Trade. 


Woven Wool Cloth 


The Board of Trade have made the Woven Wool Cloth (Manu- 
facture and Supply) (No. 5) Directions, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 


No. 704, price 1d.) which come into force on 4th July 1944 and . 


alter the existing Utility Woven Wool Cloth schedule in certain 
respects. The new Directions also authorise the manufacture of 
woven wool cloth by persons whose names are on the Register of 
Woven Wool Cloth Manufacturers kept by the Board of Trade 
for the purposes of the Consumer Rationing (Consolidation) 
Order, 1943, in place of the authorisation hitherto in force which 
referred to the similar Register kept for the purposes of the 
Apparel and Textile Order. The latter Register is no longer 
kept. 


These are Not Clothing Coupons 


The Board of Trade remind traders and members of the public 
that the following documents are not, and will not be, valid as 
clothing coupons and that they may not, therefore, be accepted 
for the supply of rationed goods: (1) Page 6 of 1942-43 clothing 
books ; (2) page V of 1943-44 clothing books except tokens W, 
X, Y and Z; (3) the token U on page IIIA of the 1943-44 Child 
and Junior book ; (4) the squares on the back cover of 1943-44 
clothing books. The tokens W, X, Y and Z have the following 
coupon values: W and X—1 coupon each; Y and Z—3 coupons 
each. 


Allocation of Materials for Footwear Repairs 
for July—September, 1944 


Although the total allocation of bottoming material for foot- 
wear repairs remains the same as for the last quarter, it has been 
found necessary to reduce the quantity of leather. The quantity 
of rubber composition material is however increased propor- 
tionately. 

It should be possible therefore to purchase this quarter a 
quantity of leather equal to 60 per cent., and a quantity of rubber 
equal to 40 per cent. of purchases made during the standard 
period (the year ending 31st March 1941). 


Alluminium Hollow-ware 


The Board of Trade announce that they are now prepared to 
licence the supply of the small stocks of aluminium hollow-ware 
held by wholesalers since the prohibition imposed in 1940. 
Holders of stock not of their own manufacture should submit 
applications in duplicate to the Board of Trade, Industries and 
Manufactures Department (4), Neville House, Page Street, 
8.W.1, giving the information under the following headings :—

The maximum 
retail margin on the goods will be 50 per cent. on price paid 
(exclusive of Purchase Tax). 

Arrangements are also being made to license manufacturers 
to dispose of their stocks to hospitals and other institutions 
scheduled in the General Licence (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 103, 
price 2d.). 


Exports by Retailers to Officers Serving 
in the Mediterranean Area 


At the request of the War Office and Air Ministry, the Board 
of Trade have extended the special temporary arrangements, 
due to expire on 30th June, for exports of authorised outfit by 
retailers to individual officers of the Army and R.A.F. (including 
women officers and Nursing Sisters) serving in the Mediterranean 
Area (see Board of Trade Journal, 25th March 1944, page 113, 
and 29th April 1944, page 159). In view of the developments of 
new theatres of war, changes in these arrangements are under 
discussion, but in the meantime the present system will continue 
until further notice. 


East Indian Tanned Kips 


The representatives of the Ministry of Supply who recently 
visited India to investigate the supply position of East Indian 
Tanned Kips, have now returned to this country. Arrangements 
have been made for the Ministry of Supply to become the sole 
buyer of tanned kips in Madras. 

#.It is intended that the distribution of kips to users in the 
United Kingdom should continue to be through the usual 
channels. 


Export Licensing Department 
BRADFORD OFFICE 


At the request of the Board of Trade, the Export Group, 
National Wool Textile Executive, will become responsible, as 
from Ist July 1944, for the administration of the export alloca- 
tion scheme for woven wool tissues and the other work now done 
by the Export Licensing Department, Bradford. The Group 
will take over the premises at present occupied by the Bradford 
Office of the Export Licensing Department, and the latter will 
release to the Group the Bradford staff at present engaged on 
this work. 

Mr. R. G. Bailey, C.B.E., will remain in sole charge of this 
work. He will continue as Wool Trade Adviser to the Export 
Licensing Department, London, and will act as the Board of 
Trade’s Adviser on wool trade export problems. 

On and after Ist July applications for export licences should 
continue to be sent to Commerce House, Bradford, but they 
should be addressed to the— 

Wool Export Group (Export Licensing Advisory Section), 
Commerce House, Bradford. 
instead of to the Export Licensing Department at that address. 


Purchase Tax 
BOYS’ FOOTBALL AND OTHER ATHLETIC SHORTS 


The exemption from Purchase Tax in respect of garments of a 
kind suitable for young children’s wear will in future be deemed to 
include boys’ football and other athletic shorts not exceeding 
28 inch waist-crutch-waist, when measured from top of waist 
(centre front) to crutch and thence to top of waist (centre back). 
The size limit in question is the actual measurement of the gar- 
ment, and not the nominal trade size of the garment or the 
measurement of the wearer. Other types of boys’ shorts (see 
item B9 in Notice No. 78A) are not affected by this decision.

PHARMACEUTICAL SPECIALITIES 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
Board of Trade Journal, 13th May 1944, page 179, H.M. Ambas- 
sador at Lima has forwarded a translation of a further Decree, 
dated 9th May 1944, which prescribes new regulations for the 
registration in Peru of all national or foreign chemical products 
and Galenic preparations. 

Applications for the registration and authorisation to sell the 
above products including disinfectants with cresol or similar 
basis, signed by a pharmacist must be submitted to the Public 
Health Ministry, and accompanied by a sample of the product 
in sufficient quantity for analysis, indicating the commercial 
chemical or pharmaceutical denomination ; the name and 
address of the manufacturing laboratories and the quality of 
the product according to some official pharmacopeeia. 

The registration of each product shall be valid for five years 
and a period of sixty days is allowed for representatives of 
national and foreign factories and laboratories to make the 
necessary registration.

Postal Notice 


MAILS LOST BY ENEMY ACTION 
G.P.0. EXPLAINS COMPENSATION REGULATIONS 


The Postmaster-General wishes to remind the public that, 
although every possible precaution is taken to secure the safety 
of all postal packets while in the custody of the Post Office, 
compensation cannot be paid for any loss or damage which may 
be due, directly or indirectly, to the act of the King’s enemies. 
This applies to all classes of postal packets, including those 
registered or insured with the Post Office, whatever the nature 
of the contents. 

Where, however, postal packets (including unregistered postal 
packets), contain Money Orders or Postal Orders, favourable 
consideration will be given to the issue of duplicate documents 
provided that the counterfoils or full particulars of the Orders are 
furnished immediately the loss is known.

United States of America—lIran 


TRADE AGREEMENT 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a Trade Agreement 
between the United States of America and Iran which was signed 
at Washington on 8th April 1944 and entered into force on 
28th June 1944. 

The Agreement provides inter alia for reciprocal tariff reduc- 
tions and for most favoured nation treatment with respect to 
Customs duties and related matters and with respect to any 
form of exchange control. The Agreement also provides for 
national treatment as regards internal taxes or other charges 
or exactions on imports from the one country into the other 
country, and for non-discriminatory treatment in connection 
with any form of import or export restrictions and as regards 
any form of exchange control over the transfer of payments for 
imports originating in the other country. 

The Agreement applies to the respective customs territories 
of the two countries and the most favoured nation provisions 
will apply to all territory under the sovereignty or authority of 
the United States of America and Mexico except that they shall 
not apply to the Panama Canal Zone. 

Exceptions to the Agreement are made concerning advantages 
accorded by either country to adjacent countries in order to 
facilitate frontier traffic and advantages accorded as a result of 
a Customs Union. Exception is also made for advantages 
accorded by the United States of America, its Territories or 
Possessions, or the Panama Canal Zone to one another or to the 
Republic of Cuba. 

Measures relating to sanitary regulations or measures relating 
to public security or imposed for the protection of the country’s 
essential interests in time of war or other national emergency are 
exempt from the provisions of the Agreement. 

The agreement will remain in force, subject to special pro- 
visions, for a period of three years and, providing notice to the 
contrary has not previously been given, will continue in force 
thereafter subject to termination on six months’ notice. 


Peru 


IMPORT LICENCES 


H.M. Ambassador at Lima reports by telegraph that, as from 
lst July, import licences will be required for all goods imported 
into Peru, including those from the United Kingdom.

DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE 


With regard to the distribution of Argentine’s foreign trade in 
the first quarter of 1944, the United Kingdom retained first place 
as Argentine’s best customer but occupied third place in the 
list of supplying nations, the main supplier having been Brazil 
followed by the United States. The value of Argentina’s exports 
to the Union of South Africa in the first quarter of 1944 was 
little more than one half of the corresponding figure in 1943. 
Details of the main geographical distribution of the foreign 
trade in the first quarter of 1944 are as follows, the comparable 
figures for the like period of 1943 being added in parenthesis. 

Imports.—From Brazil, 63,516,000 pesos (40,030,000); the 
United States, 35,666,000 pesos (48,009,000) ; 
Kingdom, 26,537,000 pesos (47,255,000); British India,

(9,362,000); the Union of South Africa, 8,026,000 pesos 
(1,917,000) ; Sweden, 7,851,000 (7,302,000); Spain, 7,743,000 
pesos (5,025,000); Dutch Possessions in Central America, 
7,308,000 pesos (6,122,000). 

Exports—To the United Kingdom, 258,501,000 pesos 
(126,523,000); the United States, 135,345,000 pesos 
(102,941,000) ; Brazil, 44,473,000 pesos (26,421,000); Sweden, 
18,334,000 pesos (7,880,000) ; Union of South Africa, 17,550,000 
pesos (35,435,000); Chile, 16,771,000 pesos (18,207,000) ; 
Switzerland, 12,872,000 pesos (4,985,000). 

The export figures by countries for 1944 do not include ship- 
ments “for orders,” etc. valued at 29,103,000 pesos; a large 
proportion of such shipments was probably destined to the 
United Kingdom. 


Brazil 
INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The total value of national production in Brazil (farming 
mineral and industrial) last year is placed at between Cruzeiros 
40 million and Cr. 45 million, of which industrial production now 
represents approximately Cr. 25 million compared with Cr. 22 
million in 1942 and Cr. 12 million in 1938. A large proportion 
of last year’s increase in industrial production is attributed to 
higher prices. The number of factories in Brazil in 1942 is given 
at 80,633 (against 60,000 in 1938); the number of industrial 
workers, 1,311,000 (950,000) ; exports of manufactured articles, 
15,847 tons (6,132 in 1939). 


British India 
CROP CONDITIONS-AND WHOLESALE PRICES 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India for the weeks 
ended on the dates given :—

Canada 


TRADE IN MARCH QUARTER 


The trade of Canada during the first three months of the 
current year aggregated 1,180,725,000 dollars as against 
942,410,000 dols. in the similar period of 1943, an increase of 
238,314,000 dols. or 25-3 per cent. states “‘ Commercial Intelli- 
gence Journal” issued: by the Department of Trade and Com- 
merce, Ottawa. Of this total imports amounted to 415,525,000 
dols. as compared with 387,830,000 dols. a year earlier while 
exports totalled 751,862,000 dols and 605,194,000 dols. respec- 
tively. 

The United States was the principal source of supply of 
imports, the total for the quarter under review being 345,406,000 
dols. as against 318,972,000 dols. in the corresponding period of 
1943. Imports from the United Kingdom in the same period 
amounted to 23,555,000 dols. and 30,376,000 dols. respectively. 


South Africa 
TRADE CONDITIONS 

The General Managers of the Standard Bank of South Africa 
supply the following information on trade conditions in the 
Union of South Africa : 

General business levels at larger centres remain unchanged. 
Moderate supplies of merchandise have been received but general 
shopping demand for reasonably priced lines of fair, average 
and good quality is still keen and some limitation in sales is 
evident. Most factories are steadily busy. 


GOLD OUTPUT AND RAILWAY EARNINGS 


Transvaal gold output for May (26 working days) was 
1,058,875 fine ounces, with a value, including a premium on a 
basis of £8 8s. a fine ounce, of £8,894,550, compared with 
1,182,678 fine ounces, with a value on the same basis of 
£9,934,495 in May 1943 (25 working days). Compared with the 
figure for April 1944 the average daily output fell 770 fine ounces 
to 40,726 fine ounces. 


MAIZE, WOOL, ETC. 


Maize reports state that judging by the latest returns the crop 
just harvested will amount to about 20 million bags. The wool 
clearing season has virtually ended. Arrivals at Port Elizabeth 
during the season were slightly more than in the previous season, 
owing partially to rising production of Karakul wool; total 
clearances at that centre so far amount to 301,159 bales, valued 
at £5,313,050 and final figures will be slightly higher. The 
markets at East London and Durban are closed. One more 
appraisement is due at Cape Town, where the season’s arrivals 
are reported to be larger than in the previous season. 

Mohair is in steady demand with interest centering on best 
qualities, which are selling readily at the highest prices since the 
outbreak of war. 

Hides are steady at controlled prices. Sheepskins are in steady 
demand but prices are unchanged except for combing and long 
wools, which are slightly firmer. Gloving skins are firm, while 
there has been fractional improvement in the prices of goatskins 
and angoras. 

Ostrich feathers of all descriptions are firm. 

Wattle bark and extract supplies have been adversely affected 
by very dry weather, with the result that sales have been limited, 
despite the continuance of strong demand. Extract shipments 
have been made to the United Kingdom, Australasia, India, 
America and Canada, while the main bark shipments have been 
made for the Indian account, substantial tonnage to Australia 
and small quantities to America and New Zealand. 

Local sales of citrus fruits are still very good; it has been 
announced that owing to a fall in returns to producers, the 
Government will pay them a subsidy to ensure reasonable 
yields. 
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United States of America 


TRADE WITH LATIN AMERICA 


The United States Department of Commerce states that the 
total value of imports into the United States from Latin American 
countries in 1943 was U.S. $1,300 million, the movement during 
the second and third quarters of last year having exceeded that 
of any identical period since 1920—in which year import values 
constituted a record—due chiefly to the easier shipping situation. 
Despite the virtual loss of European markets, Latin American 
countries are stated to have exported in 1942 and 1943 goods to 
a value exceeding that for any year since 1937 and exceeding in 
many cases the value even of their exports for 1929. Increased 
imports from Latin America of coffee, cocoa, sugar, bananas, 
vegetable oils, metals and other raw materials entered the United 
States in 1943 which enabled the United States authorities to 
deliver larger quantities of such products for civilian consump- 
tion. 

The total value of United States exports to Latin America in 
1943 was U.S. $800 million (against U.S. $718 million in 1942) 
so that Latin America’s favourable balance of trade against the 
United States in 1943 alone was U.S. $500 million. The favour- 
able balances of some of the principal Latin American countries, 
resulting from their trade with the United States for 1943, were 
as follows: Cuba, U.S. $156,900,000; Argentina, U.S. 
$109,600,000; Chile, U.S. $102,500,000; Brazil, U.S. 
$72,100,000 ; Uruguay, U.S. $34,200,000.

COMPANY MEETING 


British Electric Traction 


MR. R. J. HOWLEY’S SPEECH 
The Forty-eighth Ordinary General Meeting of The British Electric 
Traction Company, Limited, was held on 23rd June at Winchester 
House, Old Broad Street, London, E.C. 
Mr. Richard J. Howley, C.B.E. (the Chairman), presided. 
The Chairman said; Gentlemen,—The accounts for the year 
ended 3lst March 1944, which are now submitted, have been pre- 
pared in a somewhat altered form. Our gross revenue for the year 
amounted to £767,962, an increase of £7,669 over the previous year. 
Practically the whole of this figure is represented by increased 
revenue from investments. The expenses, including income-tax, 
showed little change at £372,042. The sum remaining for appropria- 
tion is £316,441, compared with £309,915. The directors recommend 
the payment of the same dividends as for the previous year, leaving 
£56,961 to be added to undivided profits account. 
Our investments in subsidiary and associated companies are shown 
in the balance-sheet at £4,995,034, an increase of some £14,000. 
Qn the other hand, our general investments show a reduction of 
approximately £63,000, illustrating the difficulty at the present time 
of reinvesting the proceeds of sales and repayments. Our cash 
position is strong, cash at call and at bankers amounting to £510,832, 
as compared with £396,607. 


OPERATING COMPANIES 

The B.E.T. Group of Omnibus Companies now owns some 8,500 
omnibuses operating throughout the provinces, and, in addition to 
the normal public services, provides special transport services for 
many thousands of war workers. 

Our electricity supply companies continue to develop and important 
war-time contracts are being carried out. As in 1914-18, the import- 
ance of electricity for industrial purposes is again being emphasized 
in this war. 


POST-WAR CONDITIONS 

We are naturally watching carefully references to post-war planning 
of public utility services. There seems to be growing among the 
public a better appreciation of the dangers in the community of 
mshing into experiments in public ownership. This is especially 
appropriate in the case of road passenger transport, which is shown 
to be operated with great skill and consideration for the public 
convenience. You may ask me how all this concerns this company. 
It concerns us because we are largely interested in providing public 
services to meet local needs. 


DANGER OF UNIFORMITY 

There is a growing tendency towards a high measure of uniformity 
inroad passenger transport, which will certainly reduce the efficiency 
of the services provided for the public in the country districts. 
There is an inclination to judge what is good for road passenger 
services throughout the country by looking at the omnibuses running 
up and down Whitehall, and orders and regulations are apt to be 
made accordingly. 
War-time conditions are of course exceptional, but in peace-time 
nothing could be more detrimental to the interests of the public 
living in the countryside than for their road services with their light 
traffic to be classed for regulation with short headway city services 
with their heavy traffic. On the country services the omnibuses are 
mn to suit the needs of the people, district by district, and owing to 
the lightness of the traffic on many days the receipts do not cover the 
apenses. The public should be much concerned with economy in 
eration, as fares can be kept from rising only by a strict watch on 
wets, which requires individual attention and individual knowledge 
ifoperating needs. 

The proceedings terminated with a vote of thanks to the chairman, 
directors, and staff.
